UJ  the  proper  rocks,  soil,  drainage  and  uarious  other  necessari]  things 
to  produce  results. 


IDe  knou?  our  plants.  IDe  knou?  the  conditions  thei]  require.  liDe  knou; 
their  colors,  their  time  and  length  of  blooming.  IPe  knom  the  Shrubs 
and  Euergreens  to  combine  luith  Alpine  plants.  IPe  knom  horn  to  associ^ 
ate  an  Alpine  Qarden  ipith  the  landscape  and  me  knom  mhere  to  place 
our  drifts  of  color. 


IPe  use  Alpine  Plants  to  build  Alpine  Qardens,  so  that  eueri]  turn  and 
eueri]  nook  presents  a picture  neuer  to  be  forgotten.  It  mai^  be  Arabis 
aubrietoides  dazzling  i]ou  mith  its  monderful  mass  of  shell  pink  or  a dainti] 
little  Campanula  pusilla  peeping  at  i]ou  from  the  creuices  in  the  rocks. 
IDe  knom  the  conditions  thei]  like  to  make  them  happij. 


IDe  remodel  and  rebuild  Qardens,  and  if  i^ou  haue  experienced  mam^ 
disappointments  and  all  efforts  haue  resulted,  not  in  mhat  i]ou  anticipated, 
but  rather  in  a nondescript  composition  of  rocks  and  mediocre  plants, 
lacking  the  essentials  so  necessari]  in  an  Alpine  Qarden,  rue  can  help  i^ou. 

VJe  plan  estates  and  artistic  settings  for  the  residence.  IPe  build  IPall 
and  tPater  Qardens,  Sunk  Qardens,  Formal  Qardens.  In  fact,  rue  use  the 
ti^pe  of  Qarden  best  associated  ruith  the  landscape. 

Rauing  a Qarden  does  not  mean  a great  outlaid  of  monei^,  spent  mereli^ 
to  shoru  the  amount  it  is  possible  to  spend,  but  it  means  a Qarden  built 
ruith  the  object  of  attaining  the  artistic  and  beautiful.  One  that  calls  i]ou 
back  again  and  again.
